MEMORANDUM : 


- THE ACTING DEPUTY MINISTER - 


Re: Educational Facilities ~- Oke Agency, Quebec. 


The Oka Agency has an Indian population 
of 482 (Census, 1944) and of these, 262 are listed as members of 
the United Church of Canada and 160 as Roman Catholics, and 60 
listed as other beliefs. 


There are approximately 36 pupils of 
school age of the Roman Catholic faith. For 4 number of years, 
Catholic pupils have attended a white school in the villege of 
Oke and the tuition fee of $5.00 per month per pupil has been 
peid by the department. The attached memorandum submitted by 
the Oka School Board reveals that the residents of Oka are 
urgently in need of additional school accommodetion and that it 
is the intention of the School Board to provide this accommodetion 
by the erection of a new school] building during the summer of 1947. 
Unless accommodation can be secured in this building when erected 
for Indian children, the department will be called upon to erect an 
additional Indian day school at Oka for the accommodation of Roman 
Catholic pupils. The two Indian day schools at this agency - one 
in the village and one on the reserve - are operated under the 
auspices of the United Church of Canada. 


I hesitate to recommend a $25,000.00 
grant by the Government for the erection cf the new school build- 
ing, nor am I sure thet we have statutory authority to make such 
a grant. t would be unwise, in my judgment, to become too closely 
linked up with the provinciel educational authorities in the erec- 
tion of public or separate schools. Such action on our part might 
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lead to constitutional complications - education as usually 
understood, being the sole responsibility of provincial 
governments. I would recommend, however, subject to the 
approval of the Minister, that we enter into an agreement 

with the Oka School Board for a fifteen-year period whereby 
we shall allow a tuition grant at the rete of $60.00 per pupil 
per annum and that this grant be paid quarterly, in the same 
manner as residential schools' grants are now paid and that 
the Secretary of the School Board at Oka be so notified.

4. The Minister shall mot pay any tuition grant for any 
pupil who attends fewer than 50% of the preseribed days of the academic 
month as detemined by the Department of Eduestion of the Provinee of 
Quebee. 

5S. The Commission shall sutmit to the Director of Indian 
affairs, Department of Mines and Resourses, & certified monthly attendance 
statement of the Indian pupils in attendance at the schoole

TESTIMONY OF GRATITUDE 
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AFFILIATION 


In establishing and maintaining the plan of affiliation, the 
authorities of the CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY OF AMERICA 
have especially in mind the first part of Article 71, Section 2, of 
the Statutes of the University as approved by the Sacred Con- 
gregation of Seminaries and Universities. This articles reads: 
“Colleges, Seminaries, and other Catholic Institutions may, 
without prejudice to their autonomy, be affiliated to the Univer- 
sity by the Rector and the Academic Senate, upon the fulfill- 
ment of conditions to be prescribed by said Rector and Senate.” 


Certain minimum requirements are necessary for the pro- 
per maintenance of an institution of any kind, but the main em- 
phasis is placed on the administrators’ understanding of the 
purpose of their foundation as a Catholic institution, on their 
zeal, and on the resources at their command to enable the insti- 
tution to attain the aims proposed. 


SYSTEM OF EDUCATION 


Saint Joseph High is under the administration of the Clerics 
of Saint Viator (C.S.V.), a body of religious teachers who 
devote themselves to the work of Catholic education, This Con- 
gregation founded a century ago, is international in scope, con- 
ducting all types of schools in Belgium, France, Spain, China, 
Canada and the United States. Into the history of the success of 
Saint Joseph’s have gone the experiences of men consecrated to 
the work of education in various parts of the world during the 
past hundred years. 


The atmosphere and environment of the School, the plan- 
ning of each day’s program, the daily companionship of vigorous 
manly boys, and the association with men whose lives are devot- 
ed to school works, are indispensable factors in the preparation 
of a boy for higher education, The advantages of these factors 
and many others are offered by the School for the benefit of the 
student during his high school days.

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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


However important the mental development of a student 
may be, his moral development is of still greater importance. 
Without a conscience, an educated man is a menace to society. 
Religious education, which alone can develop and strengthen the 
will and induce good habits, is of prime importance at Saint 
Joseph's. In addition to the formal courses in Religion covering 
the whole field of Christian Dogma and Morals, obligatory on all 
students, Holy mass is celebrated daily in the students’ Chapel; 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament, Devotions to the Sacred 
Heart and to Our Blessed Lady, and other liturgical functions 
are held at frequent intervals. Moreover the Sodalities which 
function in the School and the Catholic Action Movement aim at 
developing a spirit of virile piety in the students. 


PERSONAL INTEREST 


St. Joseph's looks upon its course of instruction and its sys- 
tem of discipline as only secondary to its chief aim:—the for- 
mation of good character, The Faculty do not isolate themselves 
from the boys, The relations between them are personal. An 
atmosphere of frankness and manliness between the students 
and the Faculty gives to the school an invaluable aid for 
successful work, Character training is not confined to school 
hours, On the athletic field, in the clubs, in study, in the library, 
in every activity the program of personal attention and mutual 
i ach to problems is carried on the develop interests apart 
from their ons. They meet minds more nature than their 
own. They are made to realize that they have a share of respon- 
sibility in their character development. In these personal con- 
tacts, judgment and good habits are consolidated to mold the 
men of tomorrow. 


GUIDANCE 


Educational, vocational and spiritual guidance are featured 
as an integral part of the educational program at Saint Joseph's. 
Spiritual counsel is imparted by the Chaplains. The head Chap- 
lain supervises the religious activities of the Student Body 
Educational guidance is available to the student at all times. 
Vocational guidance is available upon request. All students are 
required to participate in a testing program which furnishes 
Counselors with data for educational and vocational guidance. 
Standard tests are used in this program 


PRINCIPLES, AIMS, IDEALS 


SAINT JOSEPH’S is a boarding school for Franco-Ameri- 
can students, The principles underlying the system of education 
functioning at SAINT JOSEPH’S are based on the solid philo- 
sophy of the Catholic Church which makes God the basis of all 
education, In upholding these principles ST JOSEPH'S subs- 
cribes to the belief that unity in education is not merely intellec- 
tual achievement, but the development of every phase in a boy's 
life — the training of his soul, mind and body. 


To attain its scolastics aims, SAINT JOSEPH HIGH endea- 
vors to develop habits of industry and accuracy in study, a high 
regard for scholarship, and the spirit of willingness to conquer 
difficulties through perseverance. Every effort is made to pro- 
mote health and physical development. Throughout the year the 
boys participate in all kinds of organized athletic sports and 
games under the supervision of capable directors. Moral train- 
ing is secured by imparting a knowledge of religious truth, by 
developing a high regard for the gifts of faith, and by instilling 
the principles of Christian virtues. 


The boys of SAINT JOSEPH’S must have lofty ideals in 
order to adjust themselves to the norm set by the principles and 
aims of the school. 


It is through such channels that SAINT JOSEPH HIGH 
hopes to guide its students by prov iding those moral, mental and 
physical standards which successfully prepare them not merely 
for higher education but for life itself. 


LOCATION, ACCOMMODATIONS 


Saint Joseph’s is located at Berthierville, along the St Law- 
rence River, fifty miles north of Montreal, on the highway to 
Quebec. Its location is easy of access either by train, bus or fer- 
-y. The School accommodates three hundred resident stwdents, 
The cafeteria and laundry services are taken care of by the 
Sisters of the Sacred Heart of Ottawa. The Board of Underwrit- 
ers have fully approved the modern alarm and fire sprinklers 

stems. A physician is attached to the School and may be con- 
sulted at any hour of the day. Consulting specialists and con- 
venient hospital service are close at hand,

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REGULATIONS GOVERNING ADMISSION 


Candidates for admission to the Freshman Class must be 
graduates of an approved grammar school and present a certifi- 
cate of admission to high school. The record of the candidate's 
scolastic achievement ought to be on file before registration. A 
knowledge of the French language is not required of the appli- 
cant, but the study of French is a requirement in the four years 
of high school. 


ADMISSION TO ADVANCED STANDING 


Students who apply for the upper classes must present a 
transcript of their high school record with an official statement 
of honorable dismissal, Credit will be reckoned according to St. 
Joseph's curricular requirements and the certificating grades of 
the institution from which tranfer is made. 


Regulations Governing Scholastic Standing 


Grades are determined monthly on the basis of supervised 
written tests, Also, written examinations are given at the end 
of term. Final grades are calculated by averaging the monthly 
test marks with the examination mark of the end of term. The 
passing grade is 60%. Recommendations are not issued to stu- 
dents in any subject in which they have not achieved a grade of 
0%. 


CREDITS 


The school year is made up of two semesters, each of eighteen 
weeks. One credit in one subject implies an aggregate of 
120 hours of class work in that subject. Half credits may be 
granted for one semester of work. No credit is given for an in- 
complete semester. Sixteen credits are required for graduation.

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PROMOTION 


To be promoted to a higher class, the student at St. Joseph's 
must obtain a general final average of 60%, on the monthly and 
final examinations. 


DIPLOMAS 


The Saint Joseph High Diploma is awarded to the graduate 
who fulfills all the requirements of the School and obtains a 
good average in Fourth Year High at St. Joseph's. 


The present plan of affiliation does not require the taking 
of formal examinations from the University. A secondary school 
Diploma is however issued by the University to those students 
in the senior class who have fulfilled the requirements of the 
School and, in addition thereto, pass successfully comprehensive 
examinations in seven subjects, namely: Religion, English, Al- 
gebra, Geometry, French or Latin, History and a Natural 
Science, Students are not considered as candidates to the above 
University examinations unless they obtain an average of sixty 
percent on those subjects during the months prior to the taking 
of the examinations. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


Scholarship grants are for a period of one year. Information 
about available scholarships may be obtained by writing to the 
Director of Scholarships. 


DISCIPLINE 


The educational system at Saint Joseph's aims at the form- 
ation of character. Accordingly, the Discipline is considerate but 
firm especially when the reputation of the student body or the 
School is concerned. Matters of discipline are supervised by the 
Prefect of Discipline. 
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DISMISSAL 


The Administration reserves the right to dismiss at any time 
a student who refuses to comply with the regulations of the 
Sthool. 


OUTFIT 


The school outfit is loaned for the year. This is to be worn 
on special occasions only, The student may wear any color suit. 
A suit coat must always be worn in chapel. The wearing of 
overalls and dungarees is prohibited. 

Boarders must be provided with an overcoat, heavy under- 
wear for the winter, pyjamas, overshoes and rubbers, towels, 
soap, mirror, comb, toothbrush and other toilet articles, All 
clothes should be marked with the student's name and enroll- 
ment number. 


STUDENT EXPENSES 


After the student has been notified that he has been accept- 
ed for enrollment, he will be required to make registration. A 
fee of $5.00 is payable at the time of this registration. All fees 
are to be paid in advance, upon receiving a monthly invoice sent 
by the Bursar. The Administration reserves the right to suspend 
any student whose parents do not fulfill the obligation of paying 
fees at the prescribed time. To obtain transfers, reports, pro- 
motion certificates or diplomas, all financial indebtedness must 
be settled with the School.

I think, too that 
something definite should be proposed to the Department, and I 
have one to make. 


As I told you, 4 Drugezist in Peterborough, Mr. Stanley Bogue, 
Whose present apprentice is ready for Unive sity in October, has 
asked Eddie to go on for Pharmacy and apprentice with him. He 
will take him on in July. He will work there for three years with 
remuneration,- little at first, but {nereasing as he gains exper- 
fence. This money he could save to put himself through Univereity 
if the Department of Indian Affairs would still keep him in the 
Orphanage at the same fee. It is true, that as a grown boy, out 
at work daily, he will not be of much service to us in the Orphan- 
age, but his fee will pay his board, and we will be glad to help 
him as much as we can. If the Department sees fit to pay more, 
every cent of his money, after his expenses are paid, will be saved 
by him under our sepervision. If the Department will not pay more, 
then for his sake, I would keep him at the same fee. 


Perhaps the Department could place him in some good Government 
position which might have even 4& petter future? 


If my first proposal meets with your approval, might it not 
be well to try it for 4 year or two, and perhaps something better 
may present itself in the meantime.

I have had some correspondence recently with the Mother 
Superior of the St. Vincent's Orphanage, Peterborough with regard 
to the further disposition of Edward Sullivan an Indian boy who 
has been a pupil of the school in Peterborough for a number of 
years. 


This boy has this year completed his education there by 
taking his senior High School matriculation, and the school officials 
have such a high opinion of his character and ability that they would 
like to see him go further. Some tentative arrangements have been 
made by them for him to study pharmacy by taking an apprenticeship 
with a druggist in Peterborough, Mr. Stanley Bogue, with a view to 
him later taking a course in university. His earnings as an 
apprentice will be small, and, with a view to his saving these towards 
the cost of a university course, the school officials propose to 
continue to board him at the orphanege if the Department will keep 
up the payments of $12.00 monthly which are the board and tuition 
fees which have been allowed them during his course at the school. 


I am enclosing copy of last letter received from the 
orphanage, also copies of letters of recommendation from the school 
principal. 


Edward Sullivan is an orphan whose parents originally 
resided on the Moose Point Reserve and were drowned near Midland 
about twelve years ago.

Shaw Schools in Toronto. She advises me that she had 
endeavoured to keep up with her education while in the 
sanatorium and had passed through the first grade of 

school while there. She is now about 21 years of age 

a bright intelligent girl who would I think justify any 
expenditures which might be made on her behalf, 1 am 
particularly interested in her case since she is one of th 
few whose lives we have been able to save through sanatorium 
treatment and 1 believe that tne fact that she nas been cured 
through sanatorium treatment will have & gooa effect on other 
ndians infected witn tuberculosis who look upon being sent to 
2 s torium as a death sentence, 


I understand that her relatives in Yoronto will 
take care of her board and lodging ana I would be glad to know 
if the Department will undertake to pay for her tuition in the 
course which she proposes to take and also possibly make a 
small cash allowance to take care of clothiypg and incidentals.

I have just been in communication with the 
public school inspector for the District who has advised me as 
to a situation which hes arisen with regard to the transport of 
high school pupils. arrangements have been made for tne trans- 
portation of various high school pupils daily from the neighborhood 
of Pointe au Baril and Shawanaga to the high school in Parry Sound. 
A contract was made for this purpose with a local man covering a 
specified number of pupils. Since the contract was made, two 
more pupils have turned up and as this necessitates the use of a 
small bus instead of tne two cars formerly used by the contractor 
he cannot take care of these two extra pupils without an additional 
payment of $3.00 per day. 


One of these pupils is an Indian boy, James 
St. Germaine, whose family belong to the Kama Band but who have 


peen resident close to the Shawanaga nes for some years. 

The other one fs a4n orphan, Phyllis Jones, whose mother formerly 
belonged to the Cape Croker Band; 1 told the inspector that we

There are two pupils of the Shawanaga Day School who passed 
the entrance exeminations for high school this year. These two 
pupils are Lorne Pawis, aged 14 and Norma Pawis, aged 15. Requests 
have been made to me to have them attend high school in Parry Sound. 
I hed been for some time endeavouring to discover what the costs 
would be, but during the sumuer holidays, #s most of the officials 
concerned were out of town, I was uneb to get anything definite on 
this until recently. I am now advised by the high school principal 
that the Provincial Government pays the fees for out-of-town children 
and that there wouic therefore be no charge for these two. I am not 
at all setisfied with this end believe that ie Provinciel authorities 
would probabl) insist on payment by the Department when it was discovered 
that these were Tndien children. 


There is also the matter of transportation. school bus service 
operates daily between Perry Sound and Pointe au Baril on Highway 69 
and passes tie Snawanags Reserve en route. I have on my des®& an 
agreement ready for signature by the bus operator in which he agrees 
to transport these two pupils for the sum of $1.00 per day. 


In the case of these children, I om very doubtful if any 
expenditures on their behalf would be of permanent value. The boy, 
Lorne Pawis was elways § somewhat erratic pupil when attendiig the 
Shewanaga Ds} School and the girl was not much better. I have had 
on several occasions to pick her up here in Parry Sound and send her 
back to Shawanaga. I believe that her main interest would be the 
opportunity to spend time in town.

Desr Sir;- 

Last September my work took me north of Peterborough 
to paint. While motoring through the country we came upon & 
settlement of Indiane necr Burley Fallse They hed broken away 
from the Government Reserve at Curve Leke, to make a living, 
they clsimed for themselves end their families. Wo doubt 
this Indien community has elresdy been reported to you, with 
all the complicetions connected with it. 


The section of Crown lend on which these Indiens ba 
chosen to"squaet"could not be more desolete, barren and rocky. 
with little or no ground that could be cultiveted. There is 
no school in the district, so the children (twenty-seven of them) 
are growing up without any education. The majority of them can 
neither reed nor write. 


We moved about the settlement, chetting with the 
differant families - not out of curiosity <- but with deep int- 
erest and concern for the children. We found one boy taking 
the Depertment of Education Correspondence Course , this was re- 
quired of him beceuse his Mother vas receiving the Mothers' 
Allowance. We rend the child’s papers end as we examined them 
it beceme quite clesr to us that some older person hed been 
responsible for the major portion of the work. As we met one 
problem after another we found ourselves subconsciously searching 
for the solutions. Above all the lethargy that perveded the 
place impressed and appalled use It was & very drab picture 
but not without hope. In spite of the a4fficulties in tilling 
the ground, two families had succeded in making ® flover garden. 
This encoursged and delighted me. Being & keen gardener my- 
self I apprecisted the aifficulties they had overcone and it 
gave me hope of their ability to overcome other things « 


As we were lesving the settlement we noticed one 
family heving their evening meal on the verandeh of their delap- 
idgated sheck, a young girl was cooking something on ® fire near-by. 
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> a flesh my mind went back to the many summers I had spent 
at Samp with my Company of Girl Guides end had watched them, 
times without number cooing their meals just eas this girl wes 
doings Then came the thought, why would not an adaptation of 
3ir Robert Baden-Powell's plan for Scouts and Gui@es be the very 
thing for Indian children. I remembed the keeness with which the 
Guides responded both in vork and play, anc as to play, what 
would be more suitable than the fine Scouting gemes so vell Imown 
amongst Scouts and Guides. Then there was the backbone of the 
whole plan, the aim of developing resourcefulness and the making 
of good citizens, was not this the sim for Indien Children as 
well ? 

ver since the war broke out, I heve been looking for 
an opportunity to, in some way, be of service to the country. 
The thought of the possibility of work amongst the Indian women 
and children so impressed me, that I determined last September 
to do something about it. Here surely was the thing, not only 
that I could do, but would like ebove al. else to doe 


For »ears my sister and I hed a studio in the Women’ 
Art Association in Toronto. Here we came in contact with Crafts 
of all kinds, and for many sessons the Secretery of the Associetion 
and I ected as judges in the Creft section of the Womend’ Building 
at the Canedien Netionsl Exhibition. In this way, and with a 
practical working knovledge of many of the crefts, I heve cone 
to know and appreciate the educational value of Creft work. 
Besides my training in Art and the years of work in the Commercial 
art world, there were fifteen years experience and periods of 
trainirg in connection with the Girl Guides Association. My 
appointment for a period of this time as Camp advisor for the 
Division of Doronto, gave me ample opportunity to test my own 
orgenizing ability. The remembrence of e211 tiis, but especially 


the thourht of the children, has emboldened me, e perfect stranger, 
to write and offer my services to your depertnent in Ottawa, for 
work amongst the Indiense 


Upon my return to Toronto I went to see Mr V.Ke Greer 
the Ohief Inspector for the Provincial Depertment of sducetion, 
and told him the story of the Burley Falle Indiens. He wrote 
the Inspector of the Peterborough district, who replied promptly 
confirming our report, and adding to it, the difficulties he had 
encountered in trying to meet tre situation. 


Then I went to see Miss Clark of the Womens’ Institute 
Breangh. I have made illustrations for her department, from time 
to time and kmow and admire the work they are doing in the rural 
districts. I asked her if she had ever arranged courses for the 
Indien Mothers and Children. She shewed real interest in the matter 
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but said the Indiens were outside her jurisdiction 


On one of my visits to the Indien section at the 
Royal Ontario Museum, I went to have ® chat with Mr. C. T- 
Currelly- Mr. Currelly hes helped me in times past in con- 
nection with {llustrations for some history books I hed to d0-« 
I found him very interested in the Indians, of course, and ve 
chatted for sometime on the question of Indians in generel. 
Later I went back to study and make some drawings of the 
Indien Srofts on desplay- I mentally compsred them with those 
one sees for sale in the Depertment Stores, supposedly made 
by the Indiens, end also with a basket some one hed recently 
given me, 8 besket bought from an Indien women in Muskoka. It 
seemed to me, if in years gone by Indians could produce such

As half-breeds, however, they are not 
the responsibility of the Dominion Government. They are 
citizens in a very absolute sense and as such are the 
responsibility of the Provincial Government insofar as 
their eijucation and ceneral welfare is concerned. 


You will be interested to learn thst about 
2 years ago a Handicraft Pivision was organized in this 
Department with a senior official in charge. This 4andi- 
craft Division has been organized to promote worthwhile 
handicraft projects on Indian reserves and to encourace 
what we term Home Industries on Indian reserves throuzhout 
the Dominion. The officials in charge of this Division 
have already succeeded in organizing a large nwnber of 
worthwhile industries on a number of reserves in the East 
and it is our intention to extend this work just as soon 
as the funds at ovr disposal will enable us to ¢@o so. 
We have organized and placed on display at the Canadian 
National Exhibition, Toronto, durinz the last two years 
an exhibit of Indian handicraft products. These have

Indian. I am anxious to know if you are at all

I personally find it somewhat difficult 
to understend why the educational needs of this 
particular group has not been broucht to the attention 
of the Provincial Authorities. One would think thet 
the people in the surrounding district would be 
sufficiently interested in these children to present 
their claims to the Department of Feéucation, Toronto.

In 
requesting payment of tuition fees the school 
board should prepare their account in the manner 
required by the Department of Education of Ontario 
in the case of pupils attending a high school or 
collegiate institute from an outside municipality.

DEPUTY MINISTER 


I desire to refer to Mr. Pratt's memorandum 
of October 4 and my reply of October 11, with 
reference to 4 requisition for @ tuition grant for 
certain Indian children of the Alnwick Reserve. 


Inspector arneil visited the Alnwick 
reserve on October 14 and at that time he interviewed 
the Indian Agent and the children for whom tuition 
rrants had been requested. te ascertained that five 
children wished to attend Cobourg Collegiate and, as 
they had the necessary qualifications, he recommended 
that a tuition erant be allowed for each of them. 
Following receipt 0 neil‘'s recommendation 
we advised the Indian Agent 3 Cobourg 
High School that we would ea 
portation to the school and fees for each of the 
following children:

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 4th instant, written on behalf of the above- 
noted Indian pupil. In this connection I am 
sending forward a letter addressed by me a few 
days ago to Mr. Arsenault. The subject matter of 
this letter, you will note, is self-explanatory. 
We are, at the present time, acting under definite 
instructions not to encourage Indian boys to take 
up academic or classical courses. The officials 
here feel that such boys should be encouraged to 
take up vocational or semi-vocational courses at 
recognized technical schools. Apart from this 
policy, however, it is noted that a tuition grant 
has already been granted to the brother of this 
boy and it would be very unusual indeed to assist 
two boys in the one family. I should add also 
that it has never been our policy at any time to 
assist pupils to take up professional courses 
such as Medicine, Law, Theology, ete. It would 
be exceedingly difficult to justify the use of 
public funds for such advanced courses.

Recently, the Principal of the Restigoughe 
Indian Day School visited this office, Her main reason for 
doing so was to enquire if an application had been submitted 
for authority to send the above mentioned girl to a voca- 
tional school. 


Upon interviewing the Principal the latter 
stated that s request had been made to Mr. E. Arsenault, 
Indian Agent at the time. I have checked our files and as 


much as I can find, I gather no application was ever made 
in this case. 


The Principal also stated that Miss T. 
Vicaire attended the Holy Rosary Vocational School at 
Rimouski, P,Q. approximately two years and was kept home 
during the academic year of 1947-1948 and as much as we 
can ascertain, Her mother was the cause of it due to her 
health condition. 


Since this girl was doing very good at 
school and anxious to return for one more year to complete 
her course, the Principal took for granted that the appli- 
cation would be approved and made the necessary arrangements 
with the Principel of the School at Rimouski for her admis-~- 
sion. 
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The result is now that Miss Therese Vicaire has been 
attending the Rimouski School since the opening in 
September at a cost of $35.00 per Month. 


In view of the circumstances, I have made no promise 

to the Principal of the Restigouche Indian Day School 
that this expenditure would be paid by the Department, 
however, due to the fact that this girl has already 

spent two years at this echool an@ that another year 
would permit her to complete her course, I would strongly 
recommend that a grant of $350.00 covering the whole 

year of schooling be approved. 


I have interviewed Miss Vicaire today, who is back on 
the Reserve for the Holidays and stated that She was 
doing well and was anxious to return after the holidays. 


I would therefore appreciate an early reply concerning 
this matter.

The calendar of this institution shows that the 
curriculum is similar to that of the high schools in Ontario, 
including English, geography, history, mathematics, general 
science, languages, etc., with additional bible training.

Memorandum | 


Re: Tuition Grants for Indian Children Attending 
High Schools, and Collegiate Institutes. 


In connection with the above, you are aware that 
for some years past, it has been our policy to authorize 
the attendance of certain Indian children of the Six Nations 
Reserve at Brantford Collegiate Institute, and Hagersville 
High School. In each case, we have been responsible for the 
tuition fee, and have also allowed $100,00 to the parents 
for extra expenses, that they were obliged to provide for 
their children. 


When I was in Brantford last week, I discussed the 
above situation with the Indian Superintendent, Colonel 
Randle, and the Public School Inspector, Mr. Webster, who in- 
spects the Indian Day Schools, and Six Nations and New Credit 
Reserves. 


During the course of our conversation, I was inform- 
ed that in many cases the parents of children have to provide 
a considerable amount more than we allow. This is caused by 
purchasing extra clothing, and in some cases, providing for 
the maintainance of children in Brantford. In other cases, 
especially girls, they live in a white home, and do housework 
for their maintainance, but attend school during the day. 
This practice has not always worked out very satisfactorily, 
as some amployers oblige the girls to work until a very late 
hour in the evening. In other cases, when the girls are al- 
lowed out to attend a show etc., it has been found difficult 
to have them return home at a reasonable hour. 


Mr. Webster felt thet it would be advisable for us 
to consider the possibility of transporting the children to 
and from the Reserve each dey. Judging from his experience, 
in certain communities outside of Brantford, he felt that we 
can secure transportation for considerably less than the 
amount of $100.00 that we now allow for each pupil.

With reference to your letter of Jue 4th concerning the 
provision of School Bus facilities for High School pupils and Vocational 
Training classes in this Superintendency, we are now enclosing the tenders 
of two persons concerned. 


Both tenders are at the rate of .35¢ per mile and that of Mr. 
Schurr covers 352 miles per week, and that of Mr, Styres 260 miles per week, 


As it has been found after all children have been spotted on 
the map of the Reserve, that the bulk are centered around the middle and 
eastern portions of the Reserves, - to save operating over a large number 
of unnecessary miles we are diverting all pupils to Caledonia and Hagersville 
High Schools, and cutting out Brantford. 


As you may remember, both Hagersville and Caledonia are adjacent 
to the two Reserves, while the Western boundaries of the Reserve at the nearest 
point is six miles from Brantford. Also in the event of heavy snow it would 
not take mich effort to keep entry into Nagersville and Caledonia open, but 
we might have difficulty in getting the County or Brantford Township to keep 
essential roads open at the necessary time. 


Consequently we propose to have one bus taking the High School 
pupils, approximately 30 pupils, to Hagersville, - a return run of 58 miles 
daily, - and the other bu’ to Caledonia with approximately 30 pupils, a return 
run of 40 miles daily.

This young man obtained his senior Matriculation last summer at 
Port Colborne High School, and now desires to attend McMaster University 
in order to finally teach, . 


While it is appreciated that the general policy has been not to 
help Indians living off the Reserves, - this office is rather of the opinion 
there should be exceptions, and this case is one of them, 


As you know the population of the Six Nations Reserve is now over 
6,000 persons, and as a result with only a limited amount of land available 
more and more some of our Indians must seek outside employment. 


In this case, this young applicant's father owns no land, so he was 
forced to obtain outside employment, and since the war has been steadily 
employed at the International Nickel Plant at Port Colborne. As an unskilled 
workman with a family of four all under age, - he has not been able to save 
anything to support a son at University, and you will appreciate is actually 
not in such favourable circumstances as many of our families living on the 
Reserve, owning land, whose children we have assisted by grants for years, 
who have no rent to pay, and whose incomes earned on the Reserve are exempt 
from direct taxation. 


Consequently this office is inclined to the opinion that this young 
man, having gone so far and proved his ability, should receive and deserves 
our help, and he may prove to be the type we may be glad to get eventually 
into the Indian Service, 


The writer knows this family well as they frequently visit the Reserve, 
and this young man often sang at our School Concerts and other public events 
as he had a remarkable treble voice, and also sang over the radio, 


While it is probably a wise policy not to assist Indian children

Dear Sir: 


I desire to refer to your letter of May 30 
regarding the truancy of Indien children attending 
Deseronto Public School, aleo Milltown and Shannonville. 


It is difficult to decide what can be done about 
ensuring regular attendance of these children and on 
the other hand our funds are so limited that it is a 
waste of money to pay for their education at white 
schools if they do not attend regularly. 


No doubt you can obtain the attendance figures 
for the quarter ended June 30 and the only solution 
I can think of at the moment is to check these 
returns carefully and any child who did not attend 
for at least 80% of the time during the June quarter 
should not be allowed to return to the school for the 
academic year 1940-41. Parents or guardians and the 
teacher of the white school should be notified 
accordingly. 


Very careful consideration has been given to the 
suggestion regarding an increased allowance to the 
constable in order to ensure that he will perform 
truant officer's duties. Although the officials are 
very sympathetic to this recommendation it has been 
found impossible to put it in effect due to present 
regulations governing appointments.

I beg to subsit the following report covering 
my visit to the Tyendinegs Agency on May 26th ani May 29th. 


The Department pay annually a moderate fee to 

school sections surrounding the Reserve for the education 

of Indian children which management appears most satisfactory. 
It is difficult to understand, however, why white pupils 
attending Indian schools are not charged a similar fee to 

be paid by the responsible township or municipality. A white 
tenant with say four children coming from the township to rent 
a small Indian farm at a rental of perhaps $75. per year, 
creates a considerable loss to the Department in so far that 
the rental is usually paid to an absentee Indian and they 
educate the tenants children. This question shall be 


discussed at greater length in the office in due course.

I would like to bring to your attention the fact that 
the children of Elgin Moses and Abel Green in attending the 
Deseronto School have a distance of approximately one mile to 
go and that the Eastern Day School is about one and one-third 
miles from their homes. The children of Murney Maracle have 
about one mile to the Deseronto Public School and are distant 
a mile and one-half from the Eastern Day School. 


The children of Peter Whalen,a white tenant on the 
reserve and living on the adjoining property to Murmey Maracle, 
attend the Eastern Indian Day school. There are four Whalen 
children attending the Indian school. 


While the seating capacity at the present time woulda 
not allow for eleven more pupils that are attending Deseronto 
Public school to be transfered to Eastern Indian Day school, 

I would consider that if the white pupils are removed from 

this Indian school it would allowaccommoédation there for the 
children that are now attending in Deseronto and none of these 
Indian children would have a greater distance than one and one- 
half miles from the Indian school. Miss. Stoddart the teacher 
Goes walk this distance daily in attending her duties. 


The same condition exists at the Shannonville ena of 
the reserve and should be thorougly examined in the future to 
lessen the tuiton costs of Indian pupils attending white schools 
where school svace is available to send them to Indian Schools.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
19th instant enclosing voucher for tuition fees 
for Indien children of the Tyendinaga Reserve 
attending the Deseronto Public Sehool during 
the month of September, 1941. This account 
will be paid. 


Very careful consideration has been 
given to the contents of your letter and the 
Department agrees with the recommendations 
that you have made. 


It must always be kept in mind that 
in our opinion the funds voted by Parliament 
are for the education of Indian children and 
not for the education of white children. 
However, we do not wish to unduly interfere 
with the children's school work and consequently 
4t hes been decided that no change will be made 
until the end of the current quarter. 


You should notify Abel Green, Murney 
Maracle anf Elgin Moses that it is expected 
thet their children will enroll es pupils of 
the Tyendinage Eastern Dey Sehool on Jan 
5, 1942, the date on which Indian dey schools 
re-open after the Christmas holidays. They 
should further be informed that after the end 
of December, 1941, no further payment will be 
made for the education of their children at the 
Deseronto White School.

Vernon and Donald Green live on the Reserve on the 
Bay Shore road and passec their entrance last Summer and are 
just commencing their High School education. 


Jonn and Verna Maracle are c {laren of Mark Maracle 
who is and has been a residcnt of Deseronto,for a number of 
years. This man ownSproperty in Deseronto and pays taxes in 
that municipality and it is recommended that no tuiton fees 
be paid by the Department in tnis Case. 


Tnese children were all interviewed by myself and 
from them I obtained information as to their residcnce. The 
Prin ipal of the school states that they are all very fine 
pupils and are Ailigant in their attendance and studies. A

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The present location of the Western Indian Day 
school is far from the ideal spot or centre of popualtion 
at the present time,but may have been when it was erected 
and as Indians move about considerable. As the population 
is now located this school should be on the York Road in 
the vicinity of lots 8 or 9 and a right of way secured 
from Herbert Brants to the York Road,running across the 
farms between the two reads and such a school would have 
saved the paying of any tuiton fees and all could have 
attended an Indian school without to much distance or 
hardship. 


At the present time there are five white pupils 
attending Eastern and three attending Central Indian Day 
schools and those attending Eastern have been instructed 
to remove their children at the end of the month of December. 
This would leave only three wnite children attending any 
Indian school at the present time thereby eliminating any 
proposed saw-off in the payment of tuiton fees with a white 
municipality. 


It is suggested that in the future that clauses be 
included in any leases granted to whites,that they must 
pay school tuiton fees of $2.00 a month per pupil for any 
of their children that attend an Indian school,during the 
term their lease and failing to pay their children wou 
be barred from the school. Such a fee to be chargeable t 
those tenants having children of a school age and not to 
persons without children.or not of scnool age.

I desire to refer to your letter of the 
llth instant with reference to Indian children 
attending white schools. Arrangements are being 
made for payment of your voucher No. 168 and a 
cheque should reach Dr. Eekardt in the near 
future. 


Mr. Doucet has gepoutes regarding his 
recent visit to the Tyendinaga Reserve and it 
has been decided to allow the Indian children 
who are at present attending the Shannonville 
and Milltown white schools to continue at these 
schools until June 30, 1942. 


Beginning with September 1, 1942, all 
Indien children in the section of the reserve 
who have been attending the two white schools 
mentioned above must attend the Tyendinaga 
Western School. You should immediately notify 
the trustees of both Shannonville and Milltown 
that the Department will not allow any tuition 
fees for Indien children attending their schools 
after the end of June, 1942. In my letter of 
November 22 I have also advised you regarding 
the action which should be taken in regard to 
attendance at the Tyendinaga Eastern School.

I have been interviewed by Mr. Perry Badgley, 
R. #1, Deseronto, who rents a farm belonging to Dan H. Maracle 
beine part of lot 21, Concession "A", Township Tyendinaga, on 
@ Mohawk Indian Reserve. Mr. Badgley has rented this farm for 
approximately eleven years at an annual rental of $500.00. 


He has been advised by Mr. Moore, the Indian 
Agent, at Deseronto, that rerulations have been issued preventing 
his children from attending the school on the Reserve. This will 
result in his being forced t rive the children six miles to 
and from Deseronto; they are three-quarters of a mile from the 
Indian school. Mr. Badgley does not feel that he can drive this 
distance on account of the restriction on gasoline and rubber, as 
the two trips would estimate approximately twenty-four miles. His 
lease expires February lst, next year, and he would like to 
renew his lease provided ]} could be granted for his 


children attend the Indian school. 


) Badgley tells me that the e very few white 
children on the Reserve who are in the positic of his, as the 
mahority of them live in the easterly end he Reserve and, 
consequently, it is easier for them to go Deseronto than to 
the Indian school. 


He would, therefore, be very erateful if you can 
ascertain the background of the rerulations concerned and see 
whether or not an exception could be made or an amendment added 
which would permit Mr. Badeley's three children to go to this 
school. He would be very glad to pay school tax or any other 
moderate assessment for this privilege. If this arrangement 
could be made it would be very beneficial for all concerned.

I have your letter of the 26th instant, with 
reference to allowing the children of Mr. Perry 
Badgley and Mr. Reymond McKenzie to attend the 
Tyendinaga Central School. I was under the 
impression that all the officials had decided 
not t6 allow white children to attend Indian 
schools in future. Recently we received from 
the Minister's office a letter which had been 
forwarded to them on behalf of Badgley's children 
and in our reply we stated that favourable con- 
sideration could not be given to their attending 
the Central School. 


You refer to the amounts which Badgley claims 
to have paid for school taxes. I believe that 
you understand the circumstances under which these 
were collected and, although a portion of the 
amount received was credited to band funds, it was 
never used in connection with the cost of education 
on the Tyendinaga Reserve. I am inclined to feel 
that if we change our mind again we will be 
obliged to provide educational facilities for 
these children and children of other white tenants 
as long as they lease land on the reserve. I will 
discuss the matter further with Mr. Hoey when he 
returns to the office next week and write to you 
again.

I have your letter of the 2nd instant, with 
reference to certain Indian children who are attending 
the Deseronto High School. I note from the second 
paragraph of your letter that you have already informed 
Mr. Sager regarding the Department's decision in 
connection with Bennett Brant and Altha Zacherieh. 


Regarding the other three children, no request 
was submitted to the Department for a tuition grant 
to enable them to attend high school and consequently 
you should inform Mr. Sager that the Department will 
not be responsible for any tuition fees for them 
during the current academic year. It would be 
impossible to administer our appropriation properly 
if we allowed Indians to incur expenditures for which 
no authority was either requested or received from 
this Department. 


For the academic year 1944-45 the Department 
is prepared to sympathetically consider requests for 
tuition grants from deserving pupils in your agency. 
Pull particulars recarding the academic standing of 
the pupil should be forwarded before the end of 
July, 1944. This report should include a statement 
from the teacher of the Indian school which the 
pupil has previcusly attended, indicating the 
academic ability of the pupil and the standing 
obtained. You should also report on the financial 
condition of the perents and advise what amount, if 
eny, they are in a position to provide.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 9th instant and have noted with interest the acdit- 
ional information contained therein. 


I may state that we have, in our perliamentary 
appropriations from year to year, a comparatively small 
amount for the payment of tuition grants and for the care 
of delinquent and incorrigible Indian pupils. During the 
months of July and August, thousands of requests reach the 
Department for tuition grants. These requests come from 
school principals, Indian agents, missionaries, etc. All 
requests are carefully reviewed and a decision reached in 
each case. You can readily see, therefore, how important 
it is that requests for tuition grants from the Tyendinaga 
reserve should reach us late in July or early in August. 
Unless such requests reach us at that time, it will be 
simply impossible to consider the claims of pupils from 
your agency, regardless of how deserving they may be. 


In the case of the pupils referred to in 
your communication - Lorraine Brant, Ellwood Brant and 
Phyllis Green, may I suggest that you discuss the case of 
these pupils with the Chairman and Secretary of the Deser- 
onto High Bcheol Board. Despite th® fact that our funds 
for this year have been allotted, & sincere attempt will 
be made by the officials here to meet the tuition costs 
of these students, on your recommendation, It is important, 
however, and of course very desirable, that a decision in 
respect to the matter should be reached at an early date.

I woulé acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
December 14th concerning the payment of tuiton fees for three 
Indian pupils attending Deseronto High School and would advise 
that upon receipt of your letter I contacted the Chairman of 
the School Board,requesting that the Board take early action 
in establishing the amount of tuiton fees that would be 
charged Indian pupils for the 1943-44 school term. 


At their meeting of January 14th,the School Board 
set the amount of $68.00 as the fee chargable for Indian pupils, 
which is quite a low rate in comparison with the fees at 
Belleville,which are estimated at 78s¢ per day. 


It is recommended that the Department authorize 
the payment of this fee for Lorraine Brant, Ellwood Brant and 
Phyllis Green for the school year 1943-44. Lorraine Brant is 
in 2nd form and heading her class,Ellwood Brant and Phyllis 
Green are in lst form and both attending regular and according 
to the Principal are very adept pupils. If possible this fee 
should be paid for these pupils at an early date if funds are 
available,if not it would be permissable to pay it after the 
end of March or when the new appropriation is available. 


While the parents of Phyllis Green and Ellwo-d 
Brent advise that they might be able to pay as much as $25.00 
of their fees,it would not be until next Spring and any funds 
they can produce at that time could be refunded to the 
Devartment.

I have for acknowledgement your letter of January 
2lst in connection with the attendance of Joan Claus, datighter 
of No.684 Frank Claus,Tyendinaga Reserve,who is a pupil of 
the Collegiate Institute, Belleville,Ont. and would enclose 
Voucher 270 amounting to $54.26 in favour of the Board of 
Education in payment of fees from September to the end of 
December 1943, 


Frank Claus the father of this @irl was admitted 
to the Ontario Hospital, Kingston, July lst 1943 and shortly 
after his wife procured employment at the VYeacon Shirt Co, 
Belleville, and up until December 22nd, commuted daily by car 
from her home on the reserve and Joan received her transportation 
with her. In the latter part of December, Mrs. Claus and her 
daughter took up light housekeeping in two rooms at 110 Station 
Street, Belleville,for which she pays a monthly rental. 


While Mrs. Clsus cannot bebonsidered to have had a 
Pelleville domicile previous: to 21944 dad therefore tuiton fees 
would be chergerble for 1943,I do consider that if they maintain 
their present rooms in the future they should be exempt from 
future payment of tuiton fees. I advised Mrs. Claus that she 
should continue her present domicile in Belleville as in my 
Opinion it was a more satisfactory way to live than commuting 
Gaily,both for Mrs. Claus and for the school pupil Joan,and 
also would be less liable to injure their health. While Mrs. 
Claus must be complimented for the way she is maintaining 
herself and child,she could give no reason for not contacting

Schools: The school attendance during June quarter has been fairly 
“@ood, but in spite of the efforts of this office and local Reserve 
organizations, the attendance has never been brought to @ maximum 
and it is anticipated some better results will be obtained in the 
future on account of family allowances being paid to Indians. the 
teachers report a moderate number of cases of head and body lice, 
also the odd case of skin disease in which it has been necessary 

to order the children home for attention and treatment. Four pupils 
from Hastern, all that tried, have passed their Entrance examanations 
and two of these at least have expressed a desire to attend the 
local High School; the other two are making their own arrangements 
to attend Vocational School at Belleville. Two pupils from Central 
passed their Entrance Exems and one girl is expecting to continue 

to High School at Deseronto. As previously reported, the co-operation 
from the R.C.M.P. and Special Constable in their duties as truant 
officers has been poor, lack of which can be attributed to the extra 
duties placed on the police on account of the war, which tkimite the 
time avé@ilable for duties on the Keserve. It is expected these off- 
icers will give more supervision from this time on and that the 
parents will be closely checked in connection with the ppor and 
irregular attendance of children of school age. For two days, June 
19 and 20, senior pupils of all Heserve schools attended the Home- 
makers Club convention and heard addresses concerning Family Allow- 
ances, nutrition and medical care, school at®endance, etc., from 
which they should detive considerable benefit in future. Manual 
training and sewing work at Eastern school has progressed well but 
has lagged some at Mission and Central schools, due partially to the 
indifference of the teachers in not procuring materials as was auth- 
orized. It is suggested that some definite graduation cermmoney be 
established annually for Indian pupils who pass their Entrance 
examinations and at this gathering the children receive their entranee 
diplomas and also be capped and gowned. Such a proceedure would be 
of some incentive for pupils to at least get their entrance and 
presentation of their certificates could be made by an official of 
the Department or sane prominent local sohool isspector or public 
official. Gowns and mortar boards are inexpensive and could be 
supplied by the Department on a loan basis and be available yearly.
